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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 1/30/2006 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. There is 
no JP 2003-123162 nor Notification of Reason(s) for Refusal dated September 6, 2005 
in the eDAN as of 8/7/2007. Please provide. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claim 1 (similarly claims 12 and 16) recites a determining unit determining 
said trigger signal as a valid signal when no change is detected in images in said 
detector within a predetermined time from the input of said trigger signal to said signal 
input unit; this is in contradiction with the specification and/or drawings. As indicated in 
figures 3 and 5 (el. S10, S12, S15, S16, S17, S21 and paragraphs 0040-000050), a 
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determining unit only determines the trigger signal as valid when there is a change 
detected by the moving object detector AND the time up to detection of moving object is 
OUT of the predetermined range. To determine that the trigger signal is a valid signal 
when there is no change detected is not described anywhere in the specifications. 
Therefore, claims 1-19 contain subject matter, which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
4. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
not supported by either a specific or substantial asserted utility or a well established 
utility. 

Claim 1 (similarly claims 12 and 16) recites a determining unit determining said 
trigger signal as a valid signal when no change is detected in images in said 
detector within a predetermined time from the input of said trigger signal to said signal 
input unit; this is in contradiction with the specification and/or drawings. As indicated in 
figures 3 and 5, a determining unit only determines the trigger signal as valid when 
there is a change detected by the moving object detector AND the time up to detection 
of moving object is OUT of the predetermined range. Therefore, claims are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not supported by either a specific 
or substantial asserted utility or a well established utility.
